cident Falls Ignominiously. 

An attempt by Garner Curran, presi- 
dent of the Federated Improvement 
Association, to get the City Club, of 
which Meyer Lissner is president, to 
consider a resolution on the subject 
of Lissner’s remarks at Long Beach a 
week ago about the improvement as- 
sociation, met ignominious failure 
yesterday afternoon. 

The club met at the Westminster as 
usual to lunch and Gov.

ATENT NO, 1,000,000, 

The issuance by the United Btates of 
1,000,000 patents to inventors under the 
patent law of 1836 in to be observed at 
Washington as an event of importance. The 
granting of letters patent or exclusive rights 
to make and vend certain articices ts about 
the only monopoly that modern tconoclasm 
haa not assailed, Other nations have pat- 
ent laws, but none In whicli the patent ae- 
cured is of such value to the patentee as 
here. Patents in other countries aro grant. 
ed without such preliminary Investigation 
as our government requires and carry with 
them no such presumption of novelty as at- 
taches to an American patent. 

Before a patent can be granted at Wash- 
‘tngtom the article patented must pass the 
ordeal of Inapection by skilled examiners 
employed in the patent office. The patent 
office is equipped with a library of patents 
that have been issued not only in this coun. 
try, but In every country, and a patent can- 
not be secured for an Invention that {a not 
new and that is not useful. The theory is 
that patents are issued not merely for the 
benefit of the individual, but for the benefit 
of the public. Yet, in many inetances the 
practical operation of the law is to deprive 
the public of such benefit. The rooms of 
the patent office are filled with models of 
inventions that have never been used. The 
patentee often lacks the means or the bual- 
hess ability te place his invention on the 
market and, after a year or so of effort, re 
linquishes the attempt. Others who make 
the same invention cannot obtain a patent, 
for the firat man has the exclusive right for 
fourteen years to manufacture the article, 
whether he availe_bimaelf of the right or 
not, and when the term of fourteen years 
has expired the right to such manufacture 
oan be enjoyed by everybody, and there fs 
no longer any spcolal inducement to capital 
to In the work. 

The history of some inventions, tf told, 
would read like a romance, Goodyear, who 
secured a patent for the vulcanization: or 
hardening of rubber, experimented for years 
without success. He became so poor that 
he was obliged to sleep and ¢: ok his food 
in the room that he used for a workshop. 
His sole companion was a favorite dog, and 
this animal, in one of his rambles, was 
drawn into a combat with another dog, from 
which he emerged with the mange. Roasted 
flower of sulphur is a apecific for that ea- 
nine disorder. Goodyear had a pan of sul 
phur roasting on the same stove on which 
& pot containing melted rubber was simmer 
ing.

The crime was investigated—tfirst 
by a committee appointed by Mayor 
Alexander, netx by the Coroner's 
jury, and, finally, by the grand jury 
of Los Angeles county. AIT of these 
bodies, after Talthful, formal, thor- 
ough investigation, reached, each 
for itself, the umanimous finding that 
the destruction was due to criminal 
design and not to accident. The Citi- 
zens’ Committee, carefully selected 
from among leading 
(and appointed by the Mayor whose 


administration was not politically 
friendly to The Times,) was given 
specific instructions to investigate 


the cause of the explosion and re- 
port the facts. This committee sat for 
days, taking the testimony of ex- 
pert witnesses and others, and care- 
fully examining the ruins. Their unan- 
imous official report was that “the 
cause of the disaster was due to 
some high explosive force, such as 
nitroglycerin or a product of nitro- 
ycerin.”’

At the 
outset of the inquiry it became nec- 
essary to determine whether or not 
the primary explosion was that of 
a high-power local explosive, or was 
gas. We unanimously report. that 
there was placed in the Times 
Building, in that part thereof known 
as ‘Ink Alley,’ a high-power explo- 
sive, in the nature of dynamite or 
nitrogiycerin, and that the origin 
of the catastrophe may be found in 
the destruction wrought by this 
agency.”

Fernald, who established himself 
some years ago with dramatic Lon- 
don by his Chinese and Japanese 
plays; has just been dividing the 
eritics on the subject of a modern 
play called “The Married Woman.” 
Fernald is a Bostonian by birth, a 
San Franciscan by adoption and a 
strong believer in the future of Port-~- 
land, Or., where he holds property. 


His Chinatown tragedy, “The Cat 
and the Cherub,” has just been re- 
vived in London, with all its old 


success. It is a most atmospheric 


piece which runs its swift course 
within an hour. Lord Haldane, on 
seeing it, declined to stay for the 
longer piece which followed. ‘“Hav- 
ing seen “The Cat and the Cherub,’-” 
he said, “I don’t want to spoil the 
impression by seeing any other piec 
in the same evening.”

The nursery is saving children as well 
as giving older children a chance to 
attend school. 

The same committee also has 
charge of the First-street Nursery, In 
the same district, where children are 
eared for from 6 a.m, to 6 p.m. every 
day, a charge of 10 cents being made. 
Here also wholesome food is pro- 
vided for the littl ones, and the 
children are kept clean and healthful. 
The mothers and older sisters learn 
Valuable lessons in caring for the 
little ones through the examples 
given in these nurseries, and their 
value to the community can scarcely 
be overestimated. 

Another work of the federation 
which ts productive of great good ts 
the providing of scholarships for 
children who would otherwise have 
to work to help support the family. 
During the past year five scholarships 
have be@n provided, enabling five 
boys and giris to continue in school 
who would otherwise have had to 
leave. Assistance has also been given 
to a large number of families, books, 
clathing, loans and employment pro- 
vided to enable parents to keep thetr 
children in school. This work is un- 
der the direction of the Mutual BRen- 
efit Committee, of which Mre. H. C. 
Waddell is chairman. 

The work of the Emergency Com- 
mittee of the federation its most 
varied; it consists of relieving distress 
of every kind with consideration and 
with promptness. its rude is to relieve 
first and investigate afterwards, when 
emergencies arise.

PASSING OF “SMED.” 


AN APPRECIATION, 
The thinning ranks of the veterans 
of '61 deeply mourn the passing of 
“Old Smed,” as Brevet Lieut.-Col. 


William R. Smedberg was more fond- A; 


ly known among his comrades. It 
was battle-scarred “Smed” with his 
stump who was the spirit of old times 
when and wherever the cronies of 
Grant's and Meade’s days met in 
legion, congresses and meetings, 
Grand Army Encampments and gath- 
ering®s. 

Col. Smedberg had a kaleidoscopic 
career from ‘61 to ‘70, his ten years 
of active service in blue. Twenty-two 
years of age, he was a member of the 
Beventh New York militia when the 
call for volunteers was sounded in 
1861. He left his company in his 
yearning for the battlefield and joined 
the ranks of Company A, Third Bat- 
tery, District of Columbia Infantry, 
on April 15 of that year. He served 
in the défences of Washington and 
Patterson's campaign for three months 
and gained his first lievter- nev papers 
with the Bloody Fourteenth Infantry. 

After organizing the regiment at 
Fort Trumbull he joined the Army of 
the Potomac, First Brigade, Syke's 
Division, Fifth Army Corps, and went 
with it on the campaign to the Penin- 
sula, engaging at Yorktown, Gaines’ 
Hill, White Oak Swamp, Malvern Hill, 
Second Bull Run, Antietam, Leetown, 
Snicker's Gap and Fredericksberg. 
Later he took an active part In sup- 
pressing the draft riots in New York 
City. 

His captain's commission came in 
October, 1861, and he was attached to 
General Charles Griffin's staff. For 
good and meritorious service he was 
preveted major on July 2, 1863. 

The slaughter at Wilderness began 
on May 4. 1864, when Maj. Smedberg

His horse swerved a few minutes 
later, and “Smed" pressed in his foot, 
but the stirrup felt loose.

There he saw the dripping, 
stump of his leg and the first reallza-) 
tion that he was wounded came over 
him. He still bore up, and it was not 
until one of the other aides reported 
the wound to Gen. Griffin that “Smed"’ 
left his duty, at the order of the com- 
mander of the forces. 

“Smed™ left the field that day, brev- 
eted a Heutenant-colone!l in reward | 
for his gallant service during the two) 
days of bloody fighting. For five) 
months he tossed on a cot at the hos- ; 
pital at Washington, undaunted by his | 
physical infirmity and eager to re- 
enter the fray. 

His next commission on the very 
day he left the hospital, was in the 
recruiting service in New York, be- 
ginning in November, 1864. In April, 
1865, he acted as mustering and dis- 
bursing officer on duty at Washington 
and in this charge earned ' tittle ae 
“Old Smed,” which thencefortn be- 
came his only cognomen among the 
comrades of his fighting days. 

As captain of the “Bloody Four- 
teenth,” he came to San Francisco in

September, 1865. In December that 


year he joined the staff of General Mc- 
Dowell as Inspector for the Depart- 
ment of California. 

In May, 1866, he was appointed 
alde-de-camp to Major-Gen. Halleck 
of the Division of the Pacific, and in 
June, 1869, Assistant Acting Adjutant- 
General on the staff of Gen. Thomas. 
In April, 1869, he was transferred to 
Gen. Scofield’s staff in the same capac- 
ity. and December 15, 1870, retired 
from active service with rank of cap- 
tain, mounted, on account of loss of 
right leg in battle. In April, 1904, he 
was promoted to major, retired, under 
th¢ act of Congress that month. 

In 1871 “Old Smed" was among the 
organizers of the California Command- 
ery of ‘the Loyal Legion, and was 
elected recorder at the first meeting. 
He held that office continuously, al- 
though he has also served as (Com- 
mander of the Commandery. Col. C, 
Mason Kinne of San Francisco best 
tells of this period of his life: 

“He was one of the best liked and 
most active members of Legion,” said 
Col. Kinne. “He was the best re- 
corder tn the Legion in the United 
States. Yes, he was such a good one 
that we could not allow him to leave 
the office. Of course, he must have 
the title of commander, too, but. for 
many years we did not know how to 
get around it. Finally he was elected 
commander tn 1905, but he had to 
serve as recorder at the same time, 
too.

Paul Paulsen, the sweet spirit of 
serenity and calm, who has ruled the 
destinies of the Orpheum stage all 
the way from First and Main ‘streets 
to Seventh and Broadway. 

Now, the difference between being 
cursed by a regular actor and a 


vaudeville trouper is very great. It 


is inconceivably great. In fact, the 
distance between good government 


and the good government party is not 


greater. 

In a “production,” the: ‘stage man- 
ager is bound to be respected, be- 
cause he is going to stay with the 
bunch for quite awhile. . 

In stock, he is certain of respect 
because it’s probable that he will stay 
longer than the bunch. 

But in vaudeville he is a dog, an 
incumbrance, a complainer, a human 
clutter, a sad specimen, a no-account 
and an annoyer of good people 
simply because he is going to stay, 
while the rest don't have to. 

The public thinks that vaudeville ts 
just a little bit under the crust of 
the legitimate. 

The vaudevillian knows that he is 
in vaudeville because of its. extraor- 
dinary inducements and his extraor- 
dinary talents. “Let the hams stick 
to .the legitimate—pnot for mine.” 

Every vaudeville performer, whether 
he opens the show or closes it—head- 
liner or a mere filler—is certain that 
‘the circuit beneficently sent him to 
this jay town to loosen up the wheels 
of joy and progress, and show the 
rubes around here what real trouping 
is like. 

The stage manager, therefore, is a 
mere piece of cheap tripe, who dares 
to dictate his place on the bill pre- 


sumptuously, ignorantly, damphoolish- | 


tly and for mere spite at not being 
the possessor of such magnificent 
genius. He dares to dictate not only 
place but time, and, in certain 
instances, he has been known to 
forcibly solicit the elision of phrases 
or words, or the change of a bit of 
business—the very idea. 

The stage manager being the thorn 


in the fiesh of the vaudevillian, only 


through the stage Manager may one 
get a glimpse of that botty creature's 
human side. 

The other afternoon this great idea

to Paulsen for some confessions.

MAINLY ABOUT PARIS. 
BY JOHN NM. RAPHAEL. 


We'll call him Johnson. It isn’t his| 
name, or anything at all like his 
name, but it describes him very well. 


er Piano 


“He’s very fond of Paris,” and with- 


out disrespect, he knows just as much 
and just as little about Paris as a 
large percentage of my friends, the 
readers of this little article. 

Johnson ts fond of running. over. 
He can speak classroom French, and 
has not yet entirely recevered from 
the astonishment he always feels at 
the ease with which he makes himself 
understood at his hotel, where the hall 
porter is a German Swiss and all the 
waiters and attendants have gradu- 
ated at the Savoy in London. 

But Johnson has one slight objec- 
tion to the Ville Lumiere. There is a 
wrinkle in his rose leaf. He has been 
brought up on the idea that, of all the 
cities of the world, Paris is the one 
where feeding is practised as a high 
art, and Johnson confesses that he has 
never been able to “get a decent meal” 
in Paris. 

Now, the reason for this is a simple 
one. Johnson does not know how to 
order his meal. I have noticed it time 
and time again. It is my fate to be 
thrown much into the company of 
numbers of delightful people who run 
over here as Johnson does. Many of 
these people insist on taking me out to 
luncheon or to dinner. And the first 
thing that nine out of ten of them say 
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is: “I suppose we can get a good good 
table d’hote lunch or dinner some- do exactly = worl: 
where.” . | —only $12.50. 

A SHEER IMPOSSIBILITY. The Eldredge 


Now, that Is just what you can’t get 
in Paris. As a matter of fact—only 
Johnson and his kind don’t know it-— 
a good table d’hote luncheon or din- 
ner—-a good one, mind you——is a sheer 
impossibility anywhere, for the simple 
reason that the cook or staff of cooks 
has not yet been invented who can 
provide—with or without paper bags 
—a really good meal which shall run 
through a whole evening or a whole 
afternoon and supply the wants of 
the customers of a restaurant. 

You don't know this in London. You |: 
eat your table d’hote lunches and din- 


them. 
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r wor 
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ners, you pay all kinds of prices for 


them, from a guinea downwards, and 
you are perfectly happy. But when 
you come to Paris, where lunching or 
dining is something of a science, you 
really must take the trouble to learn 
the rules of the game if you want to 
appreciate it fully. 

It is something of these rules that I 
propose teaching you here. To begin 
with, when you sit down tn a Paris 
restaurant, don't call the courteous 
gentleman in immaculate evening 
dress, who shows you to a table and 
produces a small pad to take your 
order, “garcon.” He ts not a garcon 
or waiter at all. He is a maitre d'hotel 
or butler, one of the high priests of 
this Inner Temple. And he will help 
you to the best meal you ever ate if 
you will give him a sporting chance. 

NOT FAIR TO THE COOK. 

When four people sit down to eat 
together it is hardly fair to the cook 
for each one of the four to want some- 
thing different at each course. And it 
is certainly not fair to give your or- 
ders at odd moments in the intervals 
of conversation. Give the composition 
of your dinner or luncheon three min- 
utes’ thought, and with the help of 
the bill of fare and of the maitre 
d’hotel, you will get a meal you can 
enjoy. Take his advice, but do not be 
his slave. 

It is his business to try and sell you 
spring lamb in January, because there 
is more profit on these luxuries. But 
directly he understands that you want 
a nice little lunch or a nice little din- 
ner, and that. you think the ordering 
of it worth the trouble, he will see 
that you get it. 

As soon as you have ordered your 
meal, forget everything about it but 
the eating of it. If you have ordered 
a roast duck after a piece of fish, you 
can hardly expect to have your order 
changed for mutton cutlets while the 
fish is being eaten. ‘Remember, too, 
that cooks are human, that In a de- 
cent French restaurant your meal is 
prepared specially for you, and don't 
ask for impossibilities, 

Johnson's complaint that he 
couldn't get a decent leg-of-mutton 
in a Paris restaurant has always 
amused me. He always asks for it as 


and the customers in Paris restau- 
rants do not always want a joint. 
Therefore, when ordering, do so with 
an eye on the time which each dish 
needs for its preparation. 

If you order a roast or a dish which 
will take half an hour to prepare, you 
must give the cooks time te prepare 
it and avoid being kept waiting for it 
by the simple means of ordering other 
things to eat before it, which will take 
up your time until the big dish can be 
ready. Do this with reasonable care, 
and you will not inveigh, as Johnson 
does, against the Paris restaurant. 

CONCERNING VEGETABLES. 

Remember, too, for it is worth re- 
membering, that French people con- 
sider vegetables as a course by them- 
selves. -If you want vegetables with 
your meat, you must tell the maitre 
d'‘hotel so when you give your order. 
It is again quite unfair to the kitchen 
to expect the green peas or caull- 
flower au gratin, which are being pre- 
pared for you to follow after the joint, 
to be produced at a moment's notice 
because you suddenly remember that 
you want to eat them together. 

Remember, also, that good coffee 
takes a little time to make. If you 
order your coffee while you are eating 
your vegetables or your dessert, you 
will get it, and enjoy it when you want 
it. One of Johnson's favorite com- 
plaints is that he never gets the won- 
derful coffee he has heard so much 
about at any restaurant in Paris. That 
is because Johnson and his kind look 
at their watches while they are eating 
the last cherries, realize that they 
have only five minutes to spare, and 
call for “Coffee and the bill quick, 
please.” The result is coffee which 
has ‘been prepared a long time ago, 
and that Is the coffee which is not 
worth drinking. 

A VALUABLE HINT.

sideration. I gave my real reason 
some weeks afterward te Secretar) 
Chase, whom 1 met by chance at the 


Treasury Department, he having 
asked me to explain why I had not 
literally obeyed Capt. Wiikess in- 


structions. 1 told him that it was 
because I was tmpressed with Eng- 
land’s sympathy for the South, ana 
felt that she would be glad to have 
so good a ground to deciare war 
against the United States. Mr. Chase 
seemed surprised, and exclaimed, 
“You have certainly relieved the 
government from great embarrass- 
ment, to say the least.” 

1 returned immediately to the Trent 
and informed Capt. Motr that Capt. 
Wilkes would not longer detain him, 
and he might proceed on his voy- 
age. “The steamers soon separated 
and thus ended one of the most crit- 
ical events of our civil war. 

We went up the Coast from &t. 
Augustine to the blockading fleet off 
Charleston, thence to. Fort Monroe, 
from which point we were ordered 
first to New York and afterward to 
Boston, with the prisoners. (When 
we reached the outer roads of Bos- 
ton I escorted the four gentiemen to 
Fort Warren, and parted from them 
with expressions of the most pleas- 
ant character; for everything had 
been done by Capt. Wilkes and his 
officers to make them feel at home 
while on board the vessel. 

Eustis and myself had several con- 
versations as to the probable recep- 
tion of the news in Bngland and on 
the Continent. He maintained from 
the first. that England would imme- 
diately demand their release, and that 


When Slidell 
was leaving the side of the Trent, he 
said to his wife, “Good-bye, my dear,

growers who do not crush their grapes 
will contribute 5 cents a ton for the 
grapes they raise. Wineries and wine- 
makers will pay 10 cents a ton for 
all the grapes they crush.

The leading win- 
eries have volunteered to contribute, 
collectively, an amount equal to that 
collected from all the other grape 
and wine interests in the State.

Because it the question of 
making and keeping the city clean and 
presentable in a new aspect the fol- 
lowing letter from a Santa Barbara 
resident owning considerable. property 
in Los Angeles ts reproduced in full: 

“Your article on cleaning up the 
vacant lots as printed in last ‘Sunday's 
paper calls for and deserves the earn- 
| est co-operation of every one. with the 
city’s interests at heart.” There 1s, 
however, another side to the question 
one which must be given"tome at- 
tention if you are ever to get, a clean 
city. I can best illustrate by narrating 
my personal experience. ay 

“About a year ago I botight the 
northeast corner of Olive and Eleventh 
streets. The property at the time of 
‘™my purchase was surrounded with 
billboards and literally covebed with 
tin cans and rubbish. I had. the lot 
cleaned up and the billboards removed, 
losing by the latter plan a consider- 
able revenue, which, however, caused 
me no dismay as I believed I. was do- 
ing my civic duty by the city In which 
l owned property. 

“Imagine my disgust upon’ visiting. 
the city last week to find my corner 
littered with dirt and tree stumps 
placed there and left there ‘by. city 
contractors. I spent the greater part 
of the two days I was in Lo _ Angeles 
in trotting about from one department 
in the City Hall to another trying to 
find someone who would assume the 
re-ponsibility for such an outrageous 
proceeding. I was passed on by the 
Street Department to the City En- 
gineer, who referred me to the: police. 
The Board of Public Works was the 
next to disavow any jurisdiction over 
such violations of the law. In disgust 
I went to the office of the Mayoft, there 
to be informed by & young man: busily 
engaged in reading the Times Pink, 
that His Honor was not to be seen. 

“This was not my firet experience 
of this nature and there are doybtiess 
others who have met with a similar 
discouragement in an effort to live up 
to the spirit of the laws making. for a 
presentable city. Such an attitude 
upon the part of those in authority 
foes not work for a clean city or for 
‘civic advance. Vacant lot owners who 
are honestly trying to keep /prop- 
erty neat «+-~--"* be afforded 
every protection. Let the police be in- 
structed to enforce the ordtnance 
against the dumping of rubbish in va- 
cant lots and to enforce it rigidly 
whomever it may hit.” 


Police Aid Promised. 

That the police will not in the future 
be so neglectful of their duty im re- 
spect to the vacant lots of the city is 
apparently assured by a letter ad- 
dressed by the Police Commission to 
the Los Angeles Realty Board in reply 
to the request of that body that the 
anti-rubbish ordinance be enforced. 
The commission has already  re- 
quested the City Council for an appro- 
priation to cover the cost of obtaining 
& list of all the vacant lots in Los: An- 
geles and it is to be hoped that. this 
time the request will be granted ahd a 
start toward the cleaning up of: the 
eltty be made in earnest. The City 
Fathera have upon two occasions:

LOUISIANA SALT MINEs. 


Contain Sufficient Deposits to Supply 
the Entire World For Many Ages to 
Come, 

Manufacturers Record: After a 
visit to the marvelous salt mines at 
Avery Island and Weeks Island, 
the Vermilion Bay coast line, one >. 
say of Louisiana that if every other 
source of supply should be suddenly 
cut off, here is found salt sufficient to 
supply the World for ages to come. 

In the mind of the general public, 


as a mineral State, her plantations, 
with their broad acres of cane and 
cotton, corn and rice, and her forests 
of cypress and pine being the features 
which would naturally occur to the or- 
dinary mind when the resources of 
Louisiana are brought to mind. 

Nevertheless, it is a fact that there 
is a workable deposit of practically 
pure rock salt In the Avery Island 
mine estimated at 2,000,000,000 tons. 
The total consumption of salt last 
year in the United States was under 
5,000,000 short tons. 

The Avery Island deposit is being 
worked from a shaft 518 feet deep, 
but drills indicate the depth of the de- 
posit to be 2929 feet. 

The salt is simply quarried or 
blasted out by compressed air driils 
and dynamite. It is then conveyed in 
small cars, drawn on a narrow-gauge 
track by mules or horses upon the 
platform of a cage and hoisted and 
dumped at the top floor of the mil}. 
Here the salt blocks are crushed and 
separated into the warious grades of 
salt ready to be put on the market. 
It is of such remarkable purity that 
it is subjected to no purification pro- 
cesses whatever. The salt is simply 
crushed, screened, mechanically sep- 
arated and made ready for the mar- 
ket.

The largest bakery in the world is 
located in Eesen, Prussia, the home of 
men, divided into shifte, work night 
and day. 


A screw turns 
unceasingly a kneading trough, into 
which are poured some water and ten 
sacks of flour of 200 pounds each. 

The machine makes about 46,000 
pounds of bread each day in the 
shape of 26,000 small loaves and 25.,- 
000 large loaves, produced by 230 
sacks of flour of 200 pounds each. All 
the operations of breadmaking are 
performed in this colossal bakery. 
The wheat arrives there, is cleaned, 
ground and brought automatically to 
the kneading trough by a series of 
rising and descending pipeés. 

There afe thirty-six double ovens, 
and the workmen who watch over the 
baking of the bread earn from & to 


ef $0 centa a day for eleven hours on 
duty. They have coffee and bread

Small Estates in Jamaica. 

In Jameaten 75 per cent. of the 
155,051 landed properties are valued 
at leas than $200 each. Nearly all of 
these small holdings are owned by 
negroes who live chiefly on sak fish 
and on fruits and vegetables, espe- 
clally yams grown by themselves. 

Being able to live in this manner 
with little exertion these peasant pro- 
prieters are averse to entering into 
contracts to labor by the year or even 
by the month. Hence, in spite of the 
facet that 95 per cent. of the 862,0¢C0 
inhabitants of Jamaica are negrees 
(including mulattoes,) it is necessary 
to employ East Indian coolies on the 
larger sugar and banana plantations, 
on whie there must be a certain 
proportion of laborers who may be 
relied upon for steady work at all 
times.——[ Consular Reports.

New England Textile Wages. 
-In the New England towns the 
wages of operatives have been raised 
three times to meet the increased cost 
of living. They were raised 10 per 
cent. in 1895, 10 per cent. in 1905 and 
10 per cent. last year. The protection 
granted by the tariff on woolen goods 
goes mostiy to the operatives, whose 
hours of labor were changed by law 
from fifty-eight hours per week to 
fifty-four hours per week. 

The difference between the wages 
paid operatives in. the United States 
and in Burope is 230 per cent., while 
the cost of living in this country is 
only 162 per cent. greater. Yet the 
living of the American operative is 
regulated by a higher standard. He 
is housed better, fed better and 
clothed better than the foreign opera- 
tive and his children are better edu- 
cated. 

More than 31,000 of these workers

Gompers’s Declaration Ahout Use 
of the Recall Shows the Bad Re- 
eult that Would Follow Placing 
This Power in the Hands of Men 
Affected by the Courts. 


It ought to surprise nobody that 
President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor is a shouter for 
the recall of judges. Testifying be- 
fore the Senate Special Committee 
third degree” he took 
casion to make an attack on Judge 
Daniel Thew Wright of the saasoune 
court of the District of Columbia tn 
whose court the three labor leaders 
were convicted of contempt and sen- 
tenced to terms of imprisonment. ‘I 
know,” said Gompers, “that the Sen- 
ate has no power to initiate im- 
peachment proceedings, but that does 
not preclude a committee of the Sen. 
ate investigating the matters which 
I have mentioned, .as impeachment 
proceedings may be begun some time 
against this judge. He deserves it, I 
have no doubt. If we had the recall 
of judges in Washington, he would 
have been recalled long ago." Noth- 
ing perhaps could better indicate the 
uses to which a system of recall 
would be put, were the people of any 
State outside of the present narrow 
limits of the system ever foolish 
enough to adopt it. Here is this 
man Gompers smarting under a con- 
viction and sentence in Justice 
Wright's court; he has a personal 
grievance against that official—or 
imagines ‘that he has; and for that 
reason he would have him recalled 
from the bench, ff that were pos- 
sible. “No thief e’er felt the halter 
draw with good opinion of the law,” 
and by the same token no convicted 
criminal or malefactor ever con- 
ceives a great admiration and a 
warm affection for the jury that finds 
him guilty or for the judge who 
sentences him. And with the recall 
of judges in force every convicted 
malefactor and every defeated liti- 
gant in a court would forthwith be- 
come an enemy of the judge and a 
working force in arousing popular 
sentiment in favor of recalling him 
from the bench—and what judge 
would be safe? Or how many able 
and honest lawyers would = accept 
judgeships? No formal charges are 
Kecessary under the proposed sys- 


‘}tem—it is simply a matter of get- 


ting a certain number of names on 
a petition for a recall election. Gom- 
pers and all his sort would revel un- 
der such a system.—[New York 
Commercial.

This amount covers all stock 
in the mine at $3.80 per share and 
alse outstanding bonds. 
The Gold Road Mine was exam- 
ined by the United States company's 
engineers last winter, found to be 
moet satisfactory, and the only con- 
siderations since that time have 
been the terms of purchase. The 
mine which reopened the San 
Francisco Gold district, was discov- 
ered in 1900 and has produced al- 
most continuously since. It is 
developed to 4 depth: of — 800 
feet and shows over 1,506,000 
tons of ore of an average prob- 
able value of about $10 per ton.

Another mine fn Arizona that has 
been developed largely by local cap- 
ital is now added to the producing 
list The Pick and Drill Mining Com- 
pany, owning twenty claims in the 
Agua Fria *Mining District, has begun 
the reduction of its ores in its own 
plant, and from now on is to be reck- 
oned as a shipper of bullion.

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GOTHITE. 


the Editor of The Times: } I am 
sending you two samples of iron ore 
from near the iron manganese depos- 
its sixteen miles northeast of Gunni- 
son. 

The samples are of interest to me 
and my ussociates for the reason that 
we are unable to determine the va~ 
riety of iron that occurs in such pe- 
culiar erystal structure, and, obtain- 
ing no reactions for niobium in our 
laboratory places us furtehr in doubt. 

‘Will you kindly refer the samples 
and this letter to your “In the Earth” 
department for description of the 
mineral, its composition and miner- 
alogical name.

ANSWER. Glad to hear from you. 
The samples are indeed interesting 
ones and owing to the oxides in the 
smaller sample with its coating of 
scaly iron oxide we find that this 
particular specimen is eaglestone of 
Kirwan. 

The larger sample is gothite (goe- 
thite,) hydrous peroxide of iron, and 
by anaylsis shows: Iron  perxoide, 
85.50; 1.560 copper; manganese, 3; 
lime, 1.50 percentages respectfully 
with water and silica present but not 
specifically determined; there pheing 
no necessity for further determina- 
tion. 

“Gothite occurs in prisms ion- 
gitudinally striated. and often flat- 
tened parallel to the shorter diagonal; 
also fibrous, reinform and in minute 
laminae or tables modified at the 
edges by oblique facets."" (The large 
sample is longitudinally striated.) 

Physical characters of gothite are 
in part, hardness, 5.4; specific grav- 
ity, 4.3. Color bDilack-brown (in re- 
flected light yellow.) “Blod-red by 
transmitted light. Of adamantine 
luster; etreak yellow-brown, and 
soluble in warm aqua regia (nitro- 
muriatiec acid.) 

Before the blow-pipe gothite black- 
ens, becomes magnetic, and thin chips 
of the mineral fuses to a black mag- 
netic slag. 

Eagle stone (represented by the 
small sample.) is described as fol- 
lows: “A kind of ore, consisting of a 
reniform crust of the oxide investing 
an ochreous kernal, which is some- 
times loose.”

PLAN IMPOSING CHURCH. 


Santa Ana House of Worship Will 
Follow Classic Lines—Los Angelcs 
Architect Is Drawing 

SANTA ANA, July 22.—Plans for 
the handsome . new church to be 
erected by the United Presbyterian 
congregation of this city have been 
practically completed by Architect H. 
M. Patterson of Los Angeles. The 
structure, which is to stand at the 
northwest corner of Sixth and Bush 
streets, three blocks west of the pres- 
ent church, will be one of the most at- 
tractive of the many attractive houses 
of worship in Santa Ana 
. The new site is 100x125 feet in size 
and the building itself will be 75x%115 
feet. The construction is to be of 
hollow tile plastered, the whole rest- 
ing on a concrete base. The style of 
architecture will be classic. 

The basement will extend under the 
entire building and will contain large 
social and club rooms, dining-room, 
kitchen, library and heating and toi- 
let facilities. 

The main entrance will be on Sixth 
street midway between the Sunday- 
school and auditorium. There will 
also be another entrance on the same 
frontage and one on Bush street as 
well. The main auditorium will be 
connected with the Sunday-schoo!l 
room by sliding doors. The Sunday- 
achool end of the butiding will con- 
tain the church lecture rooms, 
class rooms and- retiring rooms, and 
a balcony at the same end of the 
church will be divided into large en- 
cl class rooms.

ANGLERS DECLARE. 


Sportsmen who have been down the| 
lower San Gabriel during the summer 
say the stream has been polluted by 
refuse from the sugar factory, which 
tends to keep fish from running up it, 
and thus interferes with the natural 
re-stocking of the river from the dea. 
It is the habit of steelhead trout to 
run up the rivers in the spring of the 
year, after the fashion of the salmon 
kind genefally. 

The sugar factory has in the past 
experienced considerable difficulty in 
‘disposing of its waste. If the San 
Gabriel River is being made a dump 
for this, there is a State law on the 
subject making it a misdemeanor with 
high penalties to pollute streams, and 
a lumber company was last month 
fined $250 for allowing sawdust to es- 
cape into a trout stream. The sports- 
men, therefore, have the matter in 
their own hands, as anyone has a 
right to complain if a law fs being 
violated, the State going to great ex- 
pense to artificially stock streams 
with trout.
